Teaching Cnlve* to Drink. 

Nature teaches the calf to turn its 
mouth upward to get its food. The 
unwillingness of the calf to put its 
head down into a pail is the result of 
instinct. Some have thought to offset 
this instinct by never allowing the calf 
to suck its dam even once. But we 
think this injures the calf. It needs 
stimulation when first born, aud should 
be allowed to get It in the way most 
natural to It. In sticking the teat the 
milk comes slowly, and a good deal of 
saliva is mixed with It. But after once 
sucking its dam the calf should be 
taught to drink out of a pail, and to put 
Its head down when eating. It will 
need to be pretty hungry to do this 
readily, and the finger should be uaed. 
placing it first in the calf’s mouth, aud 
then putting the finger Into the milk. 
So soon as the calf gets fairly to drink¬ 
ing. the finger should he withdrawn.— 
Exchange. 

Severe Root Prunlne FavoroJ. 

Although tlie horticulturist of the 
Georgia experiment station declines to 
make any positive statement concern¬ 
ing the advisability of severe root 
pruning when planting young trees, he 
says that he Is fairly satisfied that 
peach trees from which the roots have 
been largely cut off will live and flour¬ 
ish in Georgia even in stiff clay and 
under adverse weather conditions. The 
same statement may also be made of 
apple aud cherry trees. In some ex¬ 
periments made the last two years he 
found that the root-pruned trees made 
fewer, deeper. larger and mine robust 
roots. These roots penetrated l7Mi 
Inches, against 'JVi inches for the roots 
of unpruned trees. 

Hnvp n Tool House. 

A speeial house for tools would save 
much that goes for repairs every year. 
Many tools and implements are ex¬ 
posed by farmers because they have 
no storage room for them. A tool house 
should be in a convenient location, and 
it matters not if the Interior is cold 
or warm, provided that it Is perfectly 
dry. A lool house, in addition to pre¬ 
serving Implements, will enable t the 
farmer to have a place for everything, 
with everything in its place. 

Black Hot iu Grapes. 

Tlie black rot of the grape was the 
subject of experiments conducted last 
year in France. A solution of Bordeaux 
mixture containing not less than 2 per 
cent, of copper sulphate was found to 
give the best results. The first appli¬ 
cation should be made when the shoot* 
are quite short. The efficiency of tho 
subsequent sprayings depends upon the 
time of their application. For ordi¬ 
nary black rot four or five sprayings 
will be sufficient.

Device for Fmokine Meat. 

Recent illustrated articles in the 
Ohio Farmtt on this subject, says a 
correspondent of that journal, gener¬ 
ally provide for locating the fire di¬ 
rectly under the ment in the smoke 
house. The accompanying sketch il 
lustrates n far better method, as the 
smoko is cooled before reaching the 
ment.

A Good Dairy Ration. 

Two pounds each of corumeal, cotton¬ 
seed meal aud gluten meal, ten pounds 
corn ensilage and as much timothy 
hay as they want is recommended by 
the Maine station as a satisfactory ra¬ 
tion for milch cows, to be fed twice a 
day. Many farmers would doubtless 
prefer to substitute bran for cotton¬ 
seed meal. 

Early Flower*. 

Early flower plants may be started in 
tlie house window, in small starch 
boxes or flower pots. Use rich earth, 
sifted, aud do not keep it wet. but 
slightly moist. The boxes or pots 
should be placed in the sunlight dur¬ 
ing the day and kept In a warm room 
at night. 

Grafting Wax. 

A good grafting wax is made of four 
pounds rosin, one pound of tallow and 
one pound of beeswax. Melt all to¬ 
gether over a slow Are, and when melt¬ 
ed pour Into a vessel of cold water and 
pull as with shoemakers’ wax. When 
wanted tor use soften with warm 
watar.

But there are other 
kinds of slow and feeble growth that 
even while young can bear some stim¬ 
ulation with stable manure, especially 
If it is composted, and Its deficiency's 
of potash aud phosphate are supplied. 
Coarse manure ought never to be ap¬ 
plied to apple trees at any age. It Is 
the fermentation of manure in the soil 
that is the prolific cause of the fungus 
growths that Injure foliage and fruit 
more than the manure can help the 
tree. The only fertilizers that can be 
always used with safety are the miner¬ 
als potash and phosphate.

There are various safety devices, but 
tbe steel, or iron, liar is the mosf com¬ 
mon. Sometimes the bar breaks; some 
times the socket breaks; sometimes the 
Bcrew breaks. It all amounts to a 
cheap funeral in the end. One of the 
l»ost of tlie guards is a wide heavy licit 
of webbing or leather, which passes 
about the man’s middle. It lias a sta¬ 
ple in the center of its I tack and through 
this staple a strong rope is passed and 
hooked to each side of tlie wind,,t\v. If 
a man slips while wearing the belt lie 
is suspended in air and spraddles about 
with arms and legs until he catches 
hold and resumes his task. 

The window washers make no com¬ 
plaint of the dangers to which they 
are subjected or of the lack of guards 
with which they are furnished. The 
steel bar crossing the small of the back 
is. in bad weather, but little better 
than no protection at all, yet they ac¬ 
cept the risks calmly, root- men in .i 
big city will do a good deal for per¬ 
mission to make a living.

There is a place in New Orleans tbat 
strangers are always glad to have point¬ 
ed ont—Begenv’s. over in the French 
quarter, kept by Mme. Begeuy (pro¬ 
nounced Bigaay, with the accent on the 
last syllable), and famous for the break¬ 
fasts it serves at 11 o’clock every morn¬ 
ing 

Originally this breakfast was intend- 
:d for the butchers, and they contribut¬ 
ed to it the daintiest meats tbat the 
splendid French market in New Orleans 
provided from day to day. Gradually 
outsiders began to come in, and now 
one must engageaseat at breakfast two 
days ahead. The morning the writer 
was there a distinguished judge of the 
supreme court was the principal visitor, 
ind he, with his family and several 
guests from Boston, sat at the head of 
the table. 

One long table occupies the little 
dining room, to which one climbs by a 
rickety flight of stairs. Every French¬ 
man. when he gets up. takes a cup of 
coffee and a roll, und at 11 o’clock eats 
his real breakfast. This is the meal that 
Mme. Begeuy serves, and it costs $1 
The kitchen is right off of the dining 
room, and there is no pretense of adorn- 
lient Everything is as plain and sim¬ 
ple as it can be, excepting the food, nud 
this is the perfection of the gastronomic 
art. A bottle of claret stood at each 
place, which, with wnter Imported 
from Germany and called “blue label,' 
was all there was to drink until the lit¬ 
tle cup of black coffee finished the re¬ 
past. 

The first thing served was duck. It 
was excellent, and so was everything 
else included in the eight or nine 
courses that came on. and that con¬ 
cluded. singularly enough, with liver, 
so cooked that the only regret was that 
the piece was not larger. It takes two 
hours to eat a breakfast at Begeny’s, 
and yon get enough to last yon for all 
day.—Leslie's Weekly

"There is a close connection between 
marriage and the price of wheat, beef, 
pork, beaus, corn and other things 
which go to make up the main portion 
of hninan food, ” writes Professor D. R. 
McAnally of “The American Girl's 
Chances of Marriage. ” in The Ladies' 
Home Journul. "As the prices of these 
commodities go up the number of mar¬ 
riages goes down. From 1851 to 1854 
times were good, food was cheap, and 
the marriage rate in Massachusetts 
went up to 20 per 1,000 Between 1855 
aud 1859 there was great depression of 
trade, and in 1858 the marriage rate 
went down to 17 per 1,000 The years 
from 1873 to 1879 form another period 
of depression. Factories were closed and 
mnnnfacturers of every kind suffered 
severely In one year, at least, crops 
were short and the prices of food were 
high The result was immediately seen 
in matrimony, for in 1874 the number 
of marriages went down from 21 per 
1,000 of the population to 18. und in 
1870 and the following two years de¬ 
clined to 15 per 1.000—a tremendous 
fulling off from 26 per 1.000, the figure 
attained in 1854. which was the banner 
year in the state of Massachusetts for 
matrimony 

"Almost as unfavorable as that of 
hard times is the influence of war upon 
matrimony Whenever Mars is in the 
ascendant Cupid's stock goes down 
During the civil war the number of 
marriages in this country fell off from 
20 per 1.000 of population to 17 per 
1.000, und immediately after the civil 
war was ended, in 1805, the number 
rose to 22 per 1,000. declining in 1809 
to 21 The woman who is looking for a 
husband has a better chance cf getting 
one just before or just after a war than 
at any other time. "

George Francis Train more than $60,-

time he was the most talked of man in 
America. He had not a thing but mon¬ 
ey. He bought 5,000 city lots, and alto¬ 
gether spent several hundred thousand 
dollars. He boarded at the Herndon j 
House, the best hotel in sight. The \ 
quixotic Train was regular in only one j 
thing—his habits. He always occupied 
the same seat at the table. One morn¬ 
ing a pane of glass was broken out of a 
window directly behind his chair. He 
protested and was advised to change 
bis seat. Ho wonld not. instead he paid 
a servant 10 cents a minute to stand 
between him and the draft. After 
breakfast he expostulated with the 
landlord, but received no satisfaction. 

“Never mind, "said Train. "In 60 
days I will build a hotel that will ruin | 
your business. ” 

And he did. The contract was let ! 
that day. Scores of men were put to 
work. The site selected was Ninth and i 
Harney streets, near the Missouri river. 1 
Citizen Train went to New York and [ 
engaged Colonel Cozzens. a noted caterer j 
of that city, us inuuager for his hotel, i 

The building alone cost $40,000. The i 
furnishings cost $20,000 more. In the | 
basement was a gas plant—the only 
one west of St. Louis. The work was j 
done on time, and, true to his word. 60 
days after he threatened the manager j 
of the Herndon House George Francis ' 
Train, citizen of the earth, opened his 
hotel, which he called the Cozzens 
House. The grand opening ball was at- 
tended by the governor of Nebraska and 
his staff, the mayor of Omaha and 
many notables from other states The j 
house was a blaze of glory and a scene 
of almost oriental magnificence. Just i 
when the big reception was well on 
there was a sudden flash, a strange ' 
noise, and then—total darknessl The ( 
gas plant had collapsed. 

The Cozzens House did a flourishing | 
business for a year or two and the Hern- ; 
don House was badly crippled. Finally j 
Train fell ont with his inuuager aud 
the place was closed. 

After the business part of Omaha 
moved back from the river the Herndon 
House declined and finally relapsed into 
a state of innocuous desuetude. A few j 
years later it became the property of j 
the Union Pacific railroad and is still i 
used as the headquarters of that com- J 
puny in Omaha.

Aelian, in his history, relates tbat 
Nauclis, son of Polytus, was brought 
before the ephors (magistrates) and the 
whole assembly of Sparta, aud “his un¬ 
lawful fatness" was publicly exposed, 
and be was threatened with perpetual 
banishment if h£ did not bring his body 
within the regular Spartan compass 
and give np the culpable mode of living, 
which was declared to be more worthy 
of an Ionian than a Spartan. ’’

VICTIMS OF THE BEEF ISSUE. 


It looks as if in the end the farmers 
would have to toot the expenses of the 
Democratic campaign against tiie Army 
ration. That campaign originated in 
the fact that some of the canned beef 
sent to Cuba last, summer did not with¬ 
stand the heat of the tropics and that 
fresh beef, takeu from cold storage and 
carried miles on mule buck under a 
vertical sun, became offensive to the 
eye and nostril. The public protest 
which followed was reasonable enough, 
but when the fault in the ration was 
remedied a decent respect for the truth 
and tar tbe interests of the country 
should have prompted the Democratic 
journals to cease their criticisms. But 
the chance to discredit the War De¬ 
partment and, the Executive was too 
good to be lost and the Democratic press 
kept up a hue and cry for months until 
the credulous portion of the public 
came to believe not only that all the 
beef issued to the Army was bad, but 
that American canned and refriger¬ 
ated beef cannot possibly be good. 
Very lately some of the anti-Aduiinis- 
tration papers have tried to make it ap¬ 
pear that the American packers do not 
hesitate, when filling orders for roast 
beef, to oan the flesh of dogs and 
horses, although there is not a particle 
of evidence that anything of the kind 
ever took place. The actual truth, 
namely, that a small' part of the beef 
ration spoiled in tho weather lias been 
so distorted and misstated that the best 
product of American beef packing¬ 
houses is dow under tbe ban. 

And that is why we say that the 
farmers, who produce the raw material 
that the packing-houses use, wilt have 
to foot tiie bill. Muoh of their pros¬ 
perity oomes from the foreign trade in 
beef, and this is now in the way of 
being so cut down that, unless some¬ 
thing is done to save it,tiie balk of the 
business will pass . to Australian and 
Argentinan hands. The effect of the 
Democratic crusade abroad oan be aeeu 
in the current debate in tbe German 
Reichstag on the drastic meat inspec¬ 
tion bill. The other day a member of 
tbat body declared tbat a people who 
would feed poisoned meat to their own 
army would have no scruples sboat 
sending it to foreigners One Dr.

If a check, for example, is drawn for 
$02.18. the holder receives $63.20 If 
the amount is $02.17, he gets $02.15 
The split is made between the second 
aud third cent, and the system, which 
has been in vogue for many years, is 
very rarely the subject of any com¬ 
plaint. It makes an exact balance of 
coppers at the end of the day’s business 
rather unlikely, but the doctrine of av¬ 
erages operates to even things up to 
within a few cents. In the long run 
about as many checks break on one-half 
of the nickel as on tiie other. —New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.

ticipated in three prize fights, of two. 
four ami seven rounds, respectively. 
In each he was victorious, and with 
each victory he saved, or thinks he 
saved, a soul. 

The Rev. Escomb has lteen holding 
revivals at the various cattle camps 
near Bellefourohe, S. D„ for nearly a 
year. About the middle of January lie 
went to Bellefourche. The citizens re¬ 
ceived him kindly, but the cowpunch- 
ers from the neighboring ranges, con¬ 
cerning whose spiritual welfare he was 
especially solicitous, were not Interest¬ 
ed in religion. His opportunity came 
in an unexpected way. “Chuck” Per¬ 
kins, foreman on the “Star V” ranch, 
had been kicked by a vicious broncho 
and was indulging in considerable pro¬ 
fanity. The Rev. Escomb overheard 
and rebuked him. “Chuck” instantly 
became abusive. The minister, nervous 
and irritable from his long, uphill 
struggle with the cattlemen, threaten¬ 
ed him witti a whipping. 

“Lick me.” said “Chuck” impressive¬ 
ly, “and I'll jiue yer church!” 

“Big Mike” Crane, another of the 
“Star V” gang, and Charles Bauson, a 
local tough and bully, heard the con¬ 
versation and “wanted In” in the game 
on the same terms. It was Crane who 
suggested a cash donation of $25 in aid 
of the clergyman's work of evangeliza¬ 
tion for each tight he won. 

It was probably the clerical cut of 
the pastor's garments rather than any¬ 
thing in liis appearance that made the 
men so confident, for when they came 
to strip they could not help noticing 
that he was decidedly in the heavy¬ 
weight class, and picked their best 
fighter to meet him first. Crane was 
their selection.

Not much skill was displayed, but 
what the contestants lacked in science 
they made up in strength, courage, and 
determination.

Rauson made a better showing. He 
lasted seven rounds and mauled his 
antagonist severely. The latter won 
more by sheer endurance and indiffer¬ 
ence to punishment than by superior 
skill. Ranson entered the ring at the 
beginning of the seventh round badly 
blown mid much annoyed by the flow 
of blood from a cut over the eye. The 
Rev. Mr. Escomb saw his advantage 
and, availing himself of ids superior 
weight and reach, rushed Ids man rap¬ 
idly about the ring, bent down his 
guards by pure force of muscle, and 
finally lauded a blow on bis jaw under 
which he went down and was unable 
to regain his feet. 

Perkins confessed himself beaten be¬ 
fore he began fighting, and devoted 
most of his time to dodging the rever¬ 
end gentleman’s sledge-hammer fists. 
The latter was considerably battered, 
but Perkins, who hud nt first consider¬ 
ed himself sure of victory, completely 
lost his nerve when he saw Crane and 
Rauson fall, and would, as lie after¬ 
ward admitted, have kept out of the 
ring altogether had he been able to do 
so creditably. 11c went out after two 
easy rounds. 

The Rev. Mr. Escomb held his men 
strictly to their agreement, and all 
promptly paid their money and pro¬ 
fessed Christianity.

A THRILLING FIGHT 


The nrcompsinylng chart, by which, nt a glance, the time of sunrise or of sunset 
for any day in the year ean bo quickly aecertnined, is of interest. Those who un¬ 
derstand f lie use of diagrams in general will appreciate its handiness, while an ex¬ 
planation will serve a double purpose with those who are not fully cognizant of the 
usefulness of such diagrams, showing not only how to use this particular chart, 
but illustrating one of the simplest methods of representing to the eye the rate and 
manner of change of n varying quantity. 

Suppose it is desired to know at what time the sun will rise on the 10th of May. 
First find the slice of the chart marked May. The line dividing tile April slice from 
the May slice is the last day of April. The 10th of May will, therefore, be one- 
third of tlie way over the Slay slice—reckoning thirty days to the month. The 
sunrise curve is marked “Sunrise”; concentric circles struck from the center of the 
chart are marked 3, 4, 5, <1. 7 and 8; these represent hours; the space between 
every adjacent pair, as between the 4 o’clock circle and the 5 o'clock circle, is di¬ 
vided into four equal parts, each small space representing a quarter of an hour, or 
fifteen minutes. That is all there is to the chart itself. On the 10th of May, that 
is, one-third of the way over the May slice, a radial line will intersect the sunrise 
curve at a point just beyond tho third quarter past the 4 o’clock circle, indicating 
that on that day the sun will rise at about 4:47 a. m. The short radial lines every 
third part of a slice help to locate any intermediate date. 


The Truthful Marksman. 

An extraordinary shooting adventnre 
is recorded by A. L. Butler of the State 
museum, Selangor, Malaya. One day 
in last .July a Malay woodcutter went 
out into the jungle to cut fuel, taking 
with him an old single barreled, muz¬ 
zle loading gun loaded with the rather 
unscientific charge cf a bullet and four 
buckshot. Moving quietly through the 
jungle, he suddenly came upon a tiger 
feeding on the carcass of a sambhur, 
and with touching confidence in hie 
weapon fired at a distance of 20 paces. 
The tiger rolled over, and when the 
Malay cautiously approached he found 
not one dead tiger, but two. the second 
having been hidden from the sports¬ 
man, though only a few feet distant 
from the animal lie fired at. 

Mr. Butler, who made a post mortem 
examination of the tigers after they 
had been skinned, found that in each 
case a single buckshot had gone to the 
heart. One had also an insignificant 
wound on the head from another pellet. 
"For a really appalling fluke," as Mr 
Butler says, this achievement of the 
Malay woodcutter will be hard to beat 
It certainly is not a performance any 
sane white man will try to parallel, 
much less to eclipse. 

Study It Out, 

Here is a highly interesting paradox, 
which may arnnse or bewilder, as the 
case may be. It is supposed to have 
been invented by Socrates: A. says that 
all Athenians are liars. A. is an Athenian 
and therefore a iiar. Therefore his 
statement that all Athenians »re liars 
is not true, and consequently all Athe¬ 
nians tell the truth. A. is an Athenian, 
and hence tells the truth. Wherefore 
his statement that all Athenians are 
liars is true. Therefore he is a liar and 
his statement false, and so on.

The offer of n reward for “the arrest 
and conviction” of an unknown per¬ 
petrator of a crime is construed, in Has¬ 
kell vs. Davidson (Me.), 42 L. It. A. 155, 
so ns to entitle a person to the reward 
when lie obtains tlie facts to secure the 
arrest and conviction without personal¬ 
ly making the arrest. 

Insurance of a lessor’s interest in 
premises on which the lessee also lias 
procured insurance for the lessor's ben¬ 
efit, as li is lease required him to do. is 
held, in Sun insurance office vs. Varble 
(Ky.l, 41 L. It. A. 702, valid as to that 
part of tlie loss which remains after the 
application of the policies taken by the 
lessee, where they fail to cover the 
whole loss because of a stipulation for 
prorating. 

An injunction to prevent members of
